50 Million-Year-Old| 
. Fish Wanted 


EXPERTS, have hopes of capturing 
another specimen of the prehistoric 
fish—belleved to: have been extinct 
for 50 million years—whlich was 
caught off East London, South Africa, 
on’ December 22, 1938, , 


D. J. L, Smith, of Rhodes University 
College, Grahamstown, well-known 
natural history expert, writes in 
“Nature,” telling the story of the 
catch, 


The discovery ,of the fish was 
described as “one of the most amazing 
events in the realm of natural history 
in the twentieth country.” 

Dr, Smith, hopes that another 
speclmen may be captured. “This is 
not so remote as might appear,” he 
writes, 

“After examination of the mounted: 
specimen, o responsible citizen-ongler 
of Enst Landon stated that about five 
years ugo he had found such a fish, 
partly decomposed, cast up by the 
Waves on the shore east of East Lon- 
don. When he returned with assis- 
tance. the. monster had -vanished.with

Tweedsmuira View 
May I quote .a passage from the 
specch of Lord Tweedsmuir when 
he was being installed _s Chancellor 
at the University of Edinburgh last 
year. 


“Jn the last two centuries,” he sald, 
“mankind has advanced far on the 
road to toleration, one of the first of 
the civic virtucs; but now an intole- 
rant spirit is abroad which claims for 
this or that dogma the status ot final 
truth, and would compel. its accept- 
anee by fire and sword. We are in 
danger of a rcturn to the old) wars 
of religion. Aristotle called man a 
“political animal”; there are too many 
to-day who would put the emphasis 
on the word “animal.” Again the 
mechanism of the State has become 
most intricate and at the same time 
it bulks far more largely in the life 
of the ordinary man. Therefore ifa 
free polity is to succeed Jt must be 
as efiicient as any authoritarian re- 
gime, and that means for all of us a 
greater measure of public spirit, a 
quickened intercst and a stronger 
intelligence in . public affairs. It is 
easy to devise an authoritarfan ma- 
chine which will appear to be more 
effective than the patient methods of 
democracy. We have the tosk of 
proving that those short cuts arc 
illusory and that freedom does not 
spell ineptitute. We have to purge 
the defects and confirm the virtues 
of our democracy; we have to show 
that human nature js worthy of free- 
dom. Such a task makes high de- 
mands upon patienco and. wisdom. and 
good temper; it needs the best kind 
of courage, not the bravado of the 
swash-buckler, but the fortltude of 
ithe citizen. Our liberties, which we 
took for granted, have now become’ a 
thing to fight for; the truths, which 
once seemed platitudes, are now the 
oriflamme of a crusade.” - : 
These words bear pondcring, for 
they come as a-challenge to us. The 
Lengue hus lost its power, not because 
of its luck of inherent rightness, but 
because of the half-hearted support 
of [ts member states, And if demo- 
cracy is to meet the present crisis, 
it must accept the risk implied in 
every crusade. We can speak collec- 
tively -of the totalitarian power, ag 
though the whole nation had one 
mind and voiec. That, at least, seems 
to be the totalitarian--ideal, - But 
democracy cannot in its, very nature 
speak with any such dragooned volce. 
It js the glory of democracy that it

The leafiet 1s described as “ridicul- 
ous and absurd.” Its contents are 
sald to be entirely contradictory to 
the policy of the Chinese Communist 
party “which aims at on united front 
in the antl-Japanese resistance.” 


The basic policy of the Chincse 
Communist Party,' the statement de- 
clares, “aims firstly at co-operation 
between the: Kuomintang and Chin- 
cse.Communlst Party as a foundation 
for the establishment of a united 
front to drive Jupanese out of Chinn 
ond also to establish an independent 
nnd prosperous new China. 


"Secondly it seeks to secure co- 
operation of uli nations sympathetic 
to the Chinese nation, particularly 
Britain, the United States of America, 
France and Sovict Russia.” 


The statement continues:. “It is 
clear that the contents of the leaflet 
jo not represent the views of the 
Chinese Communist Party but those 
of Japan und Chinese traitors. 


“The Central Committee of the 
Chinese Communist Party wishes to 
point out that the recent anti-British 
movement was inspired by Jupan in 
occupied areas and these leaficts dis- 
tributed in Shanghai indicate a 
Japanese attempt to arouse Anglo- 
French enmity towards the Chinese 
resistance; but we are confident that 

‘e Britlsh and French Governments 
will see clearly through such 
methods. ; 


“Meanwhile attempts create 
internal dissension among Chinese 
and also to create ill-feeling between 
the Kuomintang and the Chinese 
Communist Party are ‘bound to fall,”

“COURT HEARS STORY OF | 


SHOCKING KNIFE MURDER © 


THE BRUTAL killing of a mon in a public thoroughfare in broad daylight was 
told at the Criminal Sessions this morning, when Leung Chi, 31, and’ Tsoi On-chai, 
25, were tried before the Chief Justice, Sir Atholl MocGregor, with the murder of 


Wong King-cheung at Yaumati on March 4.

“If they find me not guilty I, 
am only too pleased,” said the 
second accused, when asked if 
he had any objection to the 
following Jury trying the case:

MURDER DESCRIBED.

SEVENTY-EIGHT foreigners were alive and well when the 
Japanese troops arrived in Kuling on Tuesday, following evacuation 
of the mountain-top by Chinese guerillas, who bad held out for long 
months in the face of repeated acrial attacks by the Japanese. . 


The foreigners included 40 
Britons,, 28 Americans, two 
Germans and six Swiss. Mr. 
H. G. Barrie, a British physi- 
cian revealed that the Chinese 
troops fled from Kuling only an 
hour before the arrival of the 
Japanese through the mountain 
passes. | : 

“Having stored large quantitics of 
foodstuffs, we did not experience 
privations,” declared Dr, Barrle. 

Kuling Is virtually undamaged, 
says a "Domei"” report, as the 
Chinese did not resort to “scorched 
earth” tactics before Icaving.

E. Himsworth, who was assisted by 
a Jury comprising Messrt. Wong 
Moon-cheung’ (Foreman), Ho Ping- 
nam and Liu Chuen. Sub-Inspector 
A. R..Drittaln was present for the 
Police, 

Dr. HL ae ‘Tal, ~ of the Kowloon 
Mortuary, ..who ‘conducted a post 
mortem on ‘Wong, said that death 
wos duc to a fractured skull and 
intra-crnniat haemorrhage. * 

Chung Hoi-pang, driver of the 
taxi, sald he -waos driving along 
Chatham Rond about 1.40 om, on 
Mareh 7 at about 20 m.p.h. when ho 
saw Wong rush across the road in 
tront of his taxi. He noticed him 


when he was about four fect away, | ; 


and, as on ‘occident appeared un- 
avoldable, ho: swerved to the left 
and applied his footbrake, but the 
mon was struck by the right side 
of the radiator guard..

Of these five systems only the 
first mentioned was at all adequate 
for traMfc under present conditions. 
He ndded thot the lighting at the 
scene of the accident was the re- 
flector system, but. had now been 
changed to blue lighting. 

Mr. Himsworth, in addressing tno 
Jury, stated that ‘he was himself 
both o resident of Kowloon and a 
car driver, and had driven over 
Chatham’ Road often,. It was more 
by good fortune than by. good driv- 
ing that he: had so far avolded a 
similar acetenh he declared. 

A. verdict of necidental death was 
returned by the Jury, while no blame 
was attached to the driver, The 
following rider was , added.
